It can do ne good what- 
ever, and will do great harm by driv- 
ing geod men out of service, raising 
the wages of all classes, rendering men 
nervous and unfit for action in mo. 
ments of danger, causing them to run 
away and leave everything to be 
stolen or burned up, or their cars tobe 
run into by other trains,if they dohave 
ao accident, and in many similar ways.

LOGGING IN THE EAST. 


In the northwestern states ali the 
logging is done in the winter. The 
logs are hauled to the banks of the 
stream on the snow and floated out in 
the spring.

The Salt Lake Valley 
has been a prolific breeding place for 
them, whence they have covered the 
surrounding ceuntry a great many 
times. In 1870 they swarmed up, and 
crossing the snowy summits of the 
Wahsatch mountains, filled every can- 
yoo and valley for two hundred miles 
east. They could be traced very 
easily by train men and telegraph 
corps. Their travel was abeut ten or 
twelve milesa day. When they reach- 
ed Medicine Bow the wind changed 
and they got no further. While they 
lasted the air was full ef them, and 
the sun was shaded as if by a cloud. 
Western Kansas has bred them so 
plentifully that they have several 
times harvested the state. Nebraska, 
a few years ago, was completely de- 
vastated for hundreds of miles. The 
corn fields had only rows of stalks— 
not a leaf was left, as thousands of 
passengers on the Pacific roads could 
testify. We greatly tear that Sierra 
Valley will not be the only place to 
suffer from the plague.

THE MANUFACTURE OF EGGS. 


[Pall Mall Gazette.) 


One ef the San Francisco papers 
gives an acceunt of a new industry 
that has arisen in that city, namely, 
in the manufacture of hen's eggs from 
inexpensive materials. The albumen 
is imitated by a mixture ef sulphur, 
carbon and fatty matter, ebtained 
from the slaughter-houses and ren- 
dered sticky with mucilage. The yolk 
is made with bleed, phosphate of 
lime, magnesia, muriate of ammonia, 

ic and magaric acids, and coloured 
with chreme yellow. The shells are 
shaped by a blow pipe from a mass 
of gypsum (plaster of paris), carbonate 
of lime and oxide ef iron. After the 
shells are blown, the albumen is forced 
in through a hole in a small end, and 
sticks to the side; then the yolk is 
added, and after being covered with 
more of the albumen mixture the hole 
is sealed with cement; the complete 
“eg is then “‘rubbed pretty smeoth 
and laid aside for packiag.” It is as- 
serted that many barrels of these eggs 
have already been shipped east for 
consumption; asd as a pleasing ad- 
janct te meat from the “slink butch- 
er” they will no doubt be gratefully 
welcomed by British housekeepers in 
search of cheap and nutritieus food.

DEATH OF ADAM CLARK. 


The Circumstances of His Wound---His 
Slayer in Jail. 


The circumstances of the shooting 
of Adam Clark, whose’ death iu Vir-| 
ginia was chronicled in Thursday's! 
GAZETTE, are thus told bg the Chron- 
icle of Thursday : 


It appears that Brady, who was enr- 
ployed as a miner, entered the Justice 
works in a drunken condition. and 
was told by Clark that he could not 
go below. Some angry words were 
exchanged by the men, and Clark 
koecked Brady down with a lantern. 
Brady thea left the works, swearing 
vengeance en Clark. Returning soon 
afterwards with a pistol he fired at 
Clark, with the effect as abeve stated. 
Brady then ran toward the doer of 
the works and met William Elliott, 
who expostulated with him. Brady 
peinted the pi-tol to Elliott's head 
and fired. Elliott knecked the pistol 
up ‘aod the bull entered the roef. 
Brady then left the works and was ar- 
rested the following morning. 

A CHANGE OF MURDER. 

Brady is now in jail, having been 
surrendered by his bondsmep, as stated 
in the Chronicle of yesterday. The 
death of Clark makes the charge 
against Brady that of murder, the old 
law rule being that if a wounded per- 
son die withia a year and aday from 
the time of receiving the wound, from 
any Cause arising from the same, the 

rson inflicting it is subject te trial 
or murder. 


Last week Mr. Clark came down to 
Reno to see some relatives, and re- 
turned to Virginia lust Tuesday. Al- 
most immediately after his return he 
was taken with the lockjaw, and re- 
mained with his teeth clenched uotil 
the time of his death yesterday morn- 
ing.

The immesse dome and 
large image ef the Virgin Mary sur- 
mounting it have fallen io. The 
building is six stories high and out of 
reach of the South Bend water sup- 
ply, it being two milés from Sduth 


Cuicaco, April 23.—A South Bend 
ial says: Netre Name Catholic 
niversity is entirely burned down. 
The Iofirmatory, Old Men’s Heme, 
Music Hal], and Mimm’s Hall, adjoin- 
ing, were also burned. Ne lives were 
lost. The loss is estimated at $150,- 
000 to $200,000. Insurance on the 
University building, $60,000.

Wasuinoton, April 23.— The sub- 
committee of the house committee op 
appropriations will recommend to the 
fall committee a bill authorising the 
secretafy of war te make a requisitiou 
on the secretary of the treasury for 
such money as may become «due to 
Captafa Eads under the acts of 1875 
and acts amendatory, with a proviso 
that nething in the act shall be cén- 
structed as waivivg or imparing the 
right of the United States, and that 
the act shall not be constructed as ap- 
prepriating any money fer the pay- 
ment of the 1,000,000 which becomes 
due Captain Eads, half in ten years 
and half in twenty years after the com- 
pletion of the werk. 

A careful eanvass of the senate 
shows that the bill making silver coins 
below $1 legal tender up to $20 will 
probably pass that body this session, 

A call was ixsued to-day by the 
secretury of the treasury for the bal- 
ance of the loan of 1858, five per cents, 
atnounting te $260,000.
